—William Con e An d rus, whose d eath 
we an n oun ced Mon d ay ev en in g, d ied of 
pn eumon ia after an illn ess of on e week. 
He was born in New York fifty-three 
years ago. 
In his life time ho was con ­ 
n ected with v arious railroad s as trav elin g 
agen t. 
At the time of his d eath he was 
gen eral agen t for the Illin ois an d Si. Paul 
Ban kers an d Merchan ts’ Life Association . 
Before comin g to Dixon he was en gaged 
in a gen eral prod uce busin ess, at Coun ­ 
cil Bluffs, Iowa, furn ishin g good s to 
emigran t train s on their way to the min es. 
In this busin ess'he was n ot successful. In 
the early part of the war he came to Dix­ 
on an d en gaged in the grain busin ess in 
North Dixon . 
He afterward s bought out 
Charley Stilete, who was at that time in 
the butter busin ess. 
Mr. An d ru9 con ­ 
tin ued in this busin ess un til 1878 when he 
sold out to Patrick Duffy an d accepted a 
position as ad v ertisin g 
agen t for the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Compan y. The 
remain s of Mr. An d rus arriv ed this after­ 
n oon an d were immediately taken to 
Gran d Detour for interment. 


A practical proof of the great v alue of 
bran tor fatten in g cattle w as lo be seen 
at a lead in g market, recen tly, says the 
Topeka, Kan ., Daily Capital. 
Mr. Guil­ 
ford Dud ley, of this city, w'ho has mad e 
somo v ery successful experimen ts fatten 
in g cattle on bran , sold Mr. Schlegel a 
2-year-old steer, which weighed on e thous­ 
an d fiv e hun d red an d forty poun d s liv e 
weight. 
When the carcass was d ressed , 
the parts weighed as follows; Forequart­ 
ers, four hun d red an d fifty-sev en poun d s; 
hin d quarters, four hun d red an d fifty-two; 
hid e, n in ety-eight; tallow, on e hun d red 
an d twen ty; ton gue, four; heart, fiv e; 
liv er, twelv e; resid uum, three hun d red . 
The meat as seen upon the block was of 
fin e color an d possessed the marbled 
quality of fat an d lean , that d istin guishes 
that of the v ery best stall fed an imals. 
The particular poin t of importan ce in this 
case is that the steer was fatten ed alto­ 
gether on bran an d the liv e weight an d 
character of the meat as shown upon the 
butcher’s bloc^t, is absolute ev id en ce of 
the v ery great v alue of bran for fatten in g, 
a fact n ot gen erally kn own n or believ ed . 
An examin ation of the quality of this 
beef will con v in ce an y person who has 
heretofore believ ed that fin e beef could 
on ly be mad e by corn feed in g, that bran 
will make the best of marbled meat. The 
other fact n ot brought out by this experi­ 
men t, that the farmer is in terested in , is 
that bran at ten d ollars per ton will make 
a poun d of beef cheaper than can be mad e 
from 
corn 
costin g 
twen ty-two cen ts 
per bushel—facts that Mr. Dud ley has 
prov en in prev ious experimen ts. 
Experimen ts hav e been carried on in 
Min n eapolis by some of the lead in g mill­ 
ers there with about the same results as 
the abov e; showin g that wheat bran , 
poun d for poun d , is much more v aluable 
than corn for fatten in g stock. 
Lan d lord 
Sheffield , of Gran d Detour, is feed in g a 
n umber of steers with shorts from the 
Dix on Millin g Co. an d is quite en thusias­ 
tic ov er the result. 
It would be well for 
some of our good farmers to giv e this 
their atten tion .

The A rt of Hiding Fatly. 
The proper time to riso is when sleep 
ends. 
Dozing should not be allowed. 
True 
sleep is tho aggr« » gato of sleejis, or is a state 
consisting in the sleeping or rest of all the 
several parts of the organism. 
Sometimes 
otie and at other times another part of tlm 
body, as a whole, may Ik? the least fatigued, 
and so the first to awak e, or the most ex­ 
hausted, and therefore tho most difficult to 
arouse. 
Th« ? secret of good sleep is, the 
physiological condition of rest being estab­ 
lished, so to work and weary the several 
pails of the organism as to give them a pro­ 
portionately equal need of rest at tho same 
moment. 
And to wak e early, and feel 
ready to rise, a fair and cquu! start of the 
sleepers should be secured; and the wise 
self manager should not allow n drmvsy 
feeling of unconsciousness, or weary senses, 
or an exhausted muscular system, to beguilo 
him into the folly of going to sleep again 
when once he has been aroused.

was from the entire band’s enjoyment in 
seeing the “Gorgio dial," us they call mt?, 
transformed into a nimble and tractable 
grye (hors« » ). 
WISE OLD WITCHES. 
The band always has three or four old 
spa©-wives—old, old women that remind one 
of the growsome Norma of Beott’s creation. 
Heaven only k nows how old these vonorablo 
and lively relics are. 
But their virility, ac­ 
tivity, and wisdom are marvelous. 
To 
jk*h«*- 
trato the caution, deceit, canniness, and dia­ 
blerie of these blessed witches is matchless 
work . 
For months I havo exercised my wi­ 
liest arts upon some of them, and am just able 
to discover they nro part human. 
I am al­ 
lowed by one to occasionally corn© of un 
evening to her tent and tell her of some of 
the pleasant things of Gorgio life, and, under 
frequent severe protest, to calmly urge that 
all mank ind are one.

am not blighted, so that I feel progress is 
mak ing. Tho camp sniilo on me, though, 
and shak e their heads betimes.

nught in gypsyism allied to the ancient and 
honorable lieing (devil) himself, these auld 
raunies possess it all and communicate it 
in 
their presence anti influence. 
But that sort of witchery is fading slowly 
out of the gipsy people. Little by little tho 
younger blood, tenderly enough, but surely 
and stubbornly, refuses its mysticism, dread, 
and fetich glamour. 
But they stand as 
wonderful types still of the concentrated hu­ 
man bedevilment of 10,000 years. 
Well a s 1 
k now them, sure as I am of them, I w» ould 
not lik e to p*iss through life w ith one of 
these witcher' curses upon me. 
But there 
are witehes and witches. 
Some walk besido 
us in everyday life. 
They are bugaboos 
only. These are tho real k ind, from out of 
the heart of tho night of tho centuries. With 
all these and the dogs and the tink ers—a 
score of dogs, “of diet spare and slight,” lik e 
old Tatine’s Greek coursers, almost voiceless, 
sedate, even melancholy, but fuller of busi­ 
ness than sentiment; and tink ers many, gay, 
jolly, rollick ing, the buffoons of the band!
